INDICTMENT

COUNT ONE

THE GRAND JURY CHARGES THAT:

On or about June 7, 2007, in Philadelphia, in the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, defendant

JOHN HAMMES FRITZ

knowingly possessed approximately three books, magazines, periodicals, films, video tapes and other
matter, namely computer hard drives, which contained visual depictions that had been “shipped and
transported in interstate and foreign commerce.” The production of these visual depictions involved the
use of minors engaging in sexually explicit conduct and the visual depictions were of minors engaging in
sexually explicit conduct.

In violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 2252(a)(4)(B).



NOTICE OF FORFEITURE

THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES THAT:
1. As aresult of the violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 2252, set forth in
this indictment, defendant
JOHN HAMMES FRITZ

shall forfeit to the United States of America any visual depiction described in Section 2252(a)(4)(B) and
any matter containing such depictions, and any property used or intended to be used to commit or
promote the commission of the offense, including, but not limited to:

one Sony Vaio computer msn 5020304504

one black external hard drive msn 9484701

one black and silver external hard drive msn 78328253

2. If any of the property subject to forfeiture, as a result of any act or omission of the

defendant:
(a) cannot be located upon the exercise of due diligence;
(b) has been transferred or sold to, or deposited with, a third party;
(c) has been placed beyond the jurisdiction of the Court;
(d) has been substantially diminished in value; or
(e) has been commingled with other property which cannot be divided
without difficulty;

it is the intent of the United States, pursuant to Title 21, United States Code, Section 853(p), to seek

forfeiture of any other property of the defendant up to the value of the property subject to forfeiture.
